WASHINGTON, March 27.—(4)— 
Signs of revolt in the southern ranks 
of both major parties were received 
today with apparent equanimity at re- 
publican and democratic headquarters. 

While southern democratic leaders | 
were organizing to combat policies | 
advanced by Chairman Raskob, of | 
the national committee, Horace Mann, | 
director of the southern campaign for | 
the republican national committee in | 
1928, claimed control of 2382 Dixie | 
delegates to the republican convention | 
next year. 

Although was 
ed as “anti-Hoover,” republican head- 
quarters showed little 
his claims, contending ifs southern or- 
ganization was in better shape than 
ever before. | 

Democratic headquarters took no/| 
formal notice of the disturbance with- | 
in its ranks, but it was said unoffi- | 
cially the southern movement had | 
been anticipated, 

Claims Discounted. 

Mann's claims were discounted by 
(, Bascom Slemp, former secretary) 
to President Coolidge, Slemp, a power 
in southern politics, said Mann has 
“no organization and no following.” 

“He will not control votes at the 
convention,’ Slemp added. 7 

Mann contended the south would 
send a solid delegation to the repub- 
lican convention’ to demand a “new 
order of politics.” 

He would neither affirm nor deny 
reports his organization was designed 
to block the renomination of Hoover 
and would be pledged to former Pres: 
ident Coolidge. 

His friends, however, claimed these 
delegates as well as others from some 
northern states, would go to the con 
vention pledged to oppose the presi 


dent. 
Mann said headquarters would be 
established here in December to per- 
republican organiza- 


fect a national 7 
tion separate from the national com- 


mittee set-up. 

He added the southern delegates to 
the next republican convention would 
represent the people in the republican 
party of the seuth rather than federal 
officeholders 

“Determined.”

Not only 
that, but an American paper quotes 
the Paris correspondent of the London 
Daily Telegraph as stating that a 
Doctor Lakhovsky, who has for some 
years been engaged in cancer research, 
as asserting that raw onions are not 
only preventive, but a cure for cancer. 
This remarkable conclusion the doctor 
draws from the observation that cer- 
tain communities of Jewish ascetics 
in Russia and Poland live exclusively 
on bread, water and raw onions, and 
among these no case of cancer has 
been “reported;” also the doctor has 
noticed that Serbians, Bulgarians and 
certain communities in the Caucasus 
who eat raw onions daily are singu- 
larly free from cancer. 

For publicity purpose it may be suf- 
ficient that no case of cancer has been 
reported in a given community. But 
before we order a carload of onions 
delivered to the cellar it might be as 
well to inquire what other habits, prac- 
tices or ways of life among those 
Jewish ascetics may have to do with 
the cancer question. A critical student 
might even ask whether the kind of

water they drink has seme relation to 
the low incidence of cancer among 
them. 

This Doctor Lakhovsky, I suspect, 
is an own brother of Mrs. ’Arris. The 
Paris correspondent of the London 
Daily Telegraph, according to the ver- 
sion published here, makes the doctor 
responsible for the suggestion that 
onions, like many other’ vegetables, 
have radio-active properties when eat- 
en raw. So has almost any spring, 
well or river water used for drinking 
purposes, but in this country nobody 
but the sbarpers and the suckers 
think this common radio-activity has 
anything to do with cancer or any 
other disease. At least nobody knows 
it has, so I wonder how Doctor ‘Arris 
or Lakhovsky gets that way, or how 
much the vendors of “radio-active” 
nostrums or gadgets might be willing 
to pay for such publicity for the trick 
idea? 

The reader who kindly sent the clip- 
ping urges me to give the hated onion 
a boost, and adds a reminder about 
its sovereign value as a remedy for 
“colds,” 

Ob, yeah? Sez who? 

A good honest medical man tells of 
the custom of immigrants in his com- 
munity who place a slice of raw onion 
in a dish and pour some vinegar over 
it and let 1 ann some hours. They 
then give infants a few drops of the 
liquid in water, as a substitute for 
soothing syrup or other sedatives, and 
he says it seems to work. If so, it s 
comparatively harmless, at any rate,

Testimony of the guards indicated that 
the men in position to do the shooting 
were Stelling, Captain H. A. Daven- 
port, who denied shooting, and Weiss, 
a guard unavailable for questioning 
due to an operation at a Chicago hos- 
pital. 

Names of the outside guards were 
given the committee reluctantly by 
Deputy Warden Erickson, who de- 
clared it “was wrong to publish them.” 
Colonel F, D. Whipp, superintendent 
ef prisons, said such publication would 
end the guards’ usefulness and possi- 
bly result in their replacement.
